Railway Finishing, 5.50 

This Varnish is very pale and elastic ; the most durable of all Varnishes. 
Dries free from dust in from 12 to 15 hours. 

Outside Railway Rubbing, 4.50 

Is very pale, and dries to rub in 2 days. 

Inside Rubbing, 4.00 

This is similar to our Outside Rubbing, except it dries more rapidly. 

Elastic Engine, 4.50 

This is a light-colored elastic Varnish, dries quickly, with a good lustre. 

Railway Flowing, 4.00 

Is made from the best selected Zanzibar ; is heavy bodied, light in 
color, flows freely, and dries quickly ; for inside of Passenger Coaches.

Is used as a finishing Varnish for wheels and carriage parts. Dries 
free from dust in about io hours.

Similar to our Elastic Carriage, but is heavier in body. Dries free 
from dust in about io hours.

This Varnish is especially adapted for finishing on carriage parts 
when but a single coat is required.

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Rubbing Carriage, 3.50 

This Varnish is made for under coats, on carriage parts. Rubs easy, 
and prepares a fine surface to finish on. Can be rubbed for striping 
in 24 hours, and next day can be finished on. 

Black Rubbing, 4.00 

This is a very superior Varnish in its working and covering properties. 
On best work 2 coats should be applied over black ground. On old or 
repair work it is invaluable, as it covers well with one coat.

This Varnish is made expressly for mixing with color. It is very light, 
and will not destroy the most delicate tint of carmine, etc. Also can be 
used for a rubbing coat on common or old work.

For Bodies : — Apply one coat with a stiff brush ; carefully clean well 
out of mouldings ; work it well into the grain, and leave as thin a coat 
as possible on the surface. 

For Gears : — A thin coat well worked into the grain, before going to 
the smith's. After the carriage is ironed, sand-paper with worn paper ; 
take off as little of the Priming as possible, and give one coat of oil-lead, 
or a thin coat of Priming.

Dries in about 10 hours, with a good lustre. 

No. 1 Flowing, 2.50 
Darker in color than our S. T. Flowing, and dries in about the same 
time. 

Extra Light Furniture Rubbing, 2.00 

A superior article of Furniture Varnish ; is very light in color, and a 
first-class Rubbing Varnish. Dries in from S to 10 hours. 

Extra No. 1 Furniture Rubbing, 1.75 

Similar to our Extra Light Furniture, except a little darker in color. 
Dries in 8 to 10 hours. 

No. 1 Furniture, 1.50 

This Varnish is for general use, and dries in 4 to 6 hours. 

Furniture, 1.25 

A cheap Varnish for ordinary use, where price is an object, and dries 
in about 4 to 6 hours. 

B. & T. Furniture, 1.00 

Works free under the brush ; is adapted to cheap Furniture, Chairs, 
and Wooden Ware. Dries in from 4 to 6 hours. 

B. Furniture, 90 cents. 

This is a Benzine Furniture Varnish, used on cheap work, and dries 
in about the same time as our B. and T. Furniture. 

Furniture Japan, 90 cents. 

A heavy-bodied Japan, used on Furniture, and dries very quickly. 
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White Chamber Set, 2.50 

This Varnish is nearly white in color, and is used for light-painted 
Chamber sets. Dries in about 15 hours. 

Extra Light Chamber Set, 2.25 

A shade darker than our White Chamber Set, and used for the same 
purpose. Dries in about 12 hours. 

Extra Light Furniture Coach, 2.00 

A light flowing Coach Varnish ; used for finishing light-woods, etc. ; 
makes a very brilliant and durable finish, and dries in about 12 to 15 
hours. 

Spirits Copal, 2.25 

This Varnish is extremely light in color ; is used as a first coating on 
Furniture, etc., and dries immediately. 

Light Colored Imitation Shellac, 2.50 

This Varnish is used as a first coat on Furniture, and for finishing 
Mouldings, Rustic Frames, etc., and dries quickly. 



HARD OIL FINISH. 

The acknowledged superiority of our Hard Oil Finish has caused the 
production by other makers of articles of similar name and general 
appearances, but of very inferior quality. All who have tiied our Finish, 
without any exception, have adopted it in place of Shellac. It flows 
freely, sets quickly, and is therefore free from " runs" ; dries hard in 8 
hours, rubs easily, and does not scratch or flake. It makes either a dead 
finish or a brilliant polish. It leaves no stain, and therefore does not 
spoil the beauty, nor change the natural color of the wood, and is not 
affected by either hot or cold water, or damp atmosphere. 

DIRECTIONS FOR USE. 



First fill the pores of the wood with some good wood-filler, and let it 
stand a sufficient length of time to dry ; after which apply one coat of 
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Oil Finish, and, when dry, rub down with oil and pumice-stone. When 
an extra finish is required, add a second coat of Oil Finish (without 
rubbing first coat), and, when dry, rub clown with oil and pumice-stone. 
For polished work, proceed the same as when using Rubbing or Polish- 
ing Varnish. 

White Hard Oil Finish, 3.50 

For finishing Organs, Cabinet Ware, Furniture, and inside of 
Dwellings, Public Buildings, etc. It will not discolor the lightest wood; 
is used very largely for White PI oily, and other veiy light woods. 

Extra Light Hard Oil Finish, 2.25 

This is not quite so light in color as our White Hard Oil Finish, but 
is similar in all other respects. 

Light Hard Oil Finish, 1.75 

Similar to our Extra Light Plard Oil Finish, for all light woods ', 
is also used for first and second coats on polished work, instead of 
Rubbing Varnish. 

Dark Hard Oil Finish, 1.75 

As its name implies, is dark, and used on Black Walnut, and other 
dark woods, and gives a very rich natural color to the wood. 

Oil Shellac, 1.50 

Light in color, and used for finishing hard wood, and especially 
adapted for hurried work, as two coats can be applied in one day. A 
veiy superior article. Apply same as our Hard Oil Finish.

It is used 
over knots and sappy wood to keep the sap from striking through, also 
over hard wood. 

Black Shellac or Ebonizing Varnish, 4.00

out previous staining of the wood. It is made from selected materials, 
will hold its color and will not chip or crack, it can be rubbed or polished 
on if desired.
